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Section 502(3) of the Act provides:

The term ’property’ means any property, right, or
interest including any lessbhold interest, and
debts owed by the Government of Cubs or by enter-
prises which h~ve been nationalized, expropriated,
intervened, or taken by the Government of Cuba and
debts which are s charge on property which has
been nationalized, expropriated, intervened, or
taken by the Government of Cuba.

Section 504 of ~he Ac~ provides, as ~o o~ership of claims, ~ha~

(a) A claim shall no~ be considered under section 503~a)
of ~his ~£~le unless ~he proper~y on which ~he claim
was based was o~ed wholly or par~£ally~:d£rec~ly or
indirec~ly by a national of the United States on the
date of the loss and if considered shall be considered
only to the extent the claim has been held by one or ~
more nationals of the United States continuously there-
after until the date of filing with ~he Co~ission.

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On September 14, 1967~ claimant was invited to submit any~evidence

available to him within 45 days from that date, and he was informed

that, absent such evidence, it might become to determinenecessary

the claim on the basis of the existing record. No evidence has since

been submitted.

The Commission finds that claimant has not ~et the burden of

proof in that he has failed to establish ownership of rightsand

interests~in property which was natiomalized, expropriated or other-

wise taken by the Government of Cuba. Accordingly~ this elaimis

Hereby~denied. The Commission deems it unnecessary to make deter-

minations with respect to otherelements of the claim.
